ARCTIC PERILS. 


VovacoEns in Alaskan and Arctic waters have some

there will be no ice in sight, and then, within a few hours, 
the will be surrounded by it. Ten years ago the 
steam-whaler Bowhead, the finest vessol of her class, 
furnished an instance of the uncertainty that attends 
‘navigation in these waters. 

She had been lucky in securing whales, and, while still 
continuing her operations, had shipped a great quantiiy 
of bone to San Francisco. One day, her captain wishing 
repair the boiler, which was leaking, blew off steam, 
and as the afternoon was dead calm, and no other ice was 
in sight, made the steamer fast to an iceberg. 

As thé Howhead lay thus helpless, having neither wind 
nor steam, a floe appeared bearing straight down upon 
her. She crashed against the iceberg, and her stern was 
cut completely off, so that she sank within fifteen 
minutes. There was barely time for all hands to get out 
of her upon the ice, where later they were taken off by 
another whaler. 

The United States revenue steamer Corwin had 
some narrow escapes in her early 5 in the Behring 
Sea. Three times she was abandoned in the pack, but 
somehow always avoided disaster, and brought her com- 

y safely home. Perhaps the closest shave she ever 
had occurred one fine day in the summer of 1885, when, 
being. short of fresh water, her captain laid her port 
bow alongside an iceberg, and sent the men to a 
basin upon the ice with buckets to pass the water down. 

The ship's stern was swung some fifty feet away from 
the iceberg, and her boats on that side were lowered. 
The sea was as smooth as glass, and as the taking aboard 
of water required little supervision, everything was quict 
on the quarter-deck.

But few of the ship's company saw the fall of the huge 
fragment; and the others, unable to imagine what had 
happened, were filled with consternation.

came up directly under the Corwin's keel, lifted her stern 
into the air, and sent her bows down till the water was 
up to the fore-hatch. ‘The steamer slid off the smooth 
lump head first, as if she were going to the bottom, but 
righted herself and shook the water from her decks, 

Finding the ship unhurt, with only the line parted, 
the crew regained their presence mind, made the 
vessel fast to the berg in, and completed the taking 
aboard of water without further mishap. 
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TRAVELLING “IN COG.“ 


THERE are two kinds of incognito, the strict and the 
demi-incognito, just as there are deep and demi-mourning. 

When a Royal person travels in demi-incognito, the 
day and hour of the arrival at a capital are known, the 
ambassador of his country meets him (or her) at the 
station, and the Government is informed of the arrival, 
acd of the name under which the person in question is 
ee: 

No official notice is taken of the arrival, but both the 
Government and the traveller have polite duties to 
form towards each other, which according to the rank of 
the visitor vary, but which seem to consist chiefly in an 
exchange of visiting cards. 

When the “incoz” is “strict,” the royalties have it 
all their own way; no informing Governments, no 
exchange of cards, and full independence of movement 
is conceded to the lucky visitor. 

It is interesting, by the way, to recall behind what 
incognito somo of the travelling monarchs hide their 
great names. : 

The Queen travels under the name of the Countess of 
Balmoral; the Empress Eugénie as Countess of Pierre; 
fonds; Prince Napoleon as Count de Moncalieri ; the 
Prince of Wales as Earl of Chester; the King of Naples 
as Duke de Castro ; the Queen of Spain as Countess of 
Toledo; and the Empress · of Austria as Countess 
Hoheuembs.

A FENIAN’S ESCAPE. 


Jases STEPHENS, who was head and front of the 
Fenian Brotherhood in Ireland in 1865, made his escape 
from Richmond Prison, Dublin, at a tremendous risk, not 
only for himself, but for all who were concerned in his 
rescue. Two men were chiefly concerned in the affair, 
one named Breslin, the hospital warden, and the other 
Byrne, a night watchman. Breslin procui ed an impres- 
sion of the key which opened Stephen’s cell, and which 
always hung on a nail in the governor's safe. He had 
to distract the governor’s attention, steal the key, at the 
same time putting another in its place. 8 

The time camo for making the escape, and the few 
moments were all too short. It was a dark night and the 
storm howled furiously ; most discouraging of all, the 
ladder provided for scaling the wall proved too short. 
This fact seemed to promise absolute disaster. 

The wall was twenty feet high, and Stophens could 
not possibly reach its top. Breslin, in an agony of haste, 
brought a table from the dining-room, and placed the 
ladder on it. It was still too short, and the prisoner had 
to descend again, The rescuers, who were in as great 
danger as the prisoner, grew almost wild with apprehen- 
sion, Another table was procured, and again Stephens 
made the ascent, and this time, after a desperate straggle, 
succeeded in getting outside the wall. 

Once there, he had to jump twenty feet into the dark- 
ness, having no idea where ho should land, nor whether 
it would be with broken limbs or neck. He let go his 
hold of the wall and fell, fortunately striking soft ground. 

Stephens now found himeelf in a garden, surrounded 
by another wall twenty feet high. Over this wall Breslin 
had told him to throw a stone as a sigual to eleven armed 
men, who were waiting outside to receive him, 

Now a score of smaller difficulties beset him. He 
could not find the garden walls, and groped about in vain 
fora stone. At length he reached the wall and threw 
over a handful of gravel, whereupon a ropo, with a 
weight attached, was tossed over to him. He quickly 
climbed the wall, and soon found himself in the arma of 
his joyful bodyguard, who conducted him to a house 
within sight of the jail, where he remained fourteen days. 

He afterwards went to a fashionable boarding-house in 
the finest part of Dublin, and spent two months, and 
finally, when the hue and cry for his capture had some- 
what subsided, took ship from Ireland for ever. 

He now lives in a humble garret in Paris, an exile, 
broken in fortune, health, and hope, and brooding con- 
stantly over the days that are no more,

MR. DADABHAI NAOROJI, M. P., 


Tue Vor or Inpta, 


Mr. Naoroj1 is a record-breaker. He was the first 
Todian who ever became a professor in any leading college 
in his country; he was a in the first Indian 
mercantile house ever ed in London; he was 
one of the first to establish female education in Bomba: ; 
and now he before the world in the le of the 
first Indian member of the British House of Commons. 

He was born at Bombay sixty-seven years ago. His 
father died when he was only four years old, and he was 
brought up by his mother who, like most of her country- 
‘women, had received but slight education. 

There is at Bombay an institution, . of a 
college and a school, named after Mountstuart Elphin- 
stone, ly Governor of the Presidepcy. To this 
school Mr. Naoroji was sent, and while there he showed 
special aptitude mathematics. He made such good 
use of his unities there that, when he was sweaty, 
Bir Erekine , the Chief Justice, offered to pay 
the expenses of sending him to stady for the bar in 
England, if the leading members of the community 
would contribute the other half. After eome hesitation, 
however, they declined to come forward, for fear that he 
might turn Christian. 

he stayed on at the school as an assistant master, 
and by the time he was twenty-seven he was professor of 
mathematics and natural philosophy in the college. 
Meanwhile be displayed 1 75 of activity in other 
directions, He ran a weekly Parsee newspaper, founded 
e Religions Reform Society, and was among the foremost 
in establishing female education. ' 

In 1855 he came to London as a partner in an Indian 
mercantile house, aud many friends in Bombay sent him 
their sons to train and look after. His object was, if 

ible, to get them into the Indian Civil Service. He 
ae wi ; ones the d East India 
Association, for the purpose o ing Indi uestions 
in England, and Mr. Bradlaugh often ee e the 
services that had been rendered bim by this assoziation 
during his splendid work as Member for India.” 

In 1874 he returned to India, and was appointed Prime 
Minister to the Gackwar of Baroda, one of the chief native 
ralers of India. He introduced many important reforms 
in the administration. 

Then he served for a year on the town council of 
Bombay, and utilised his mathematical akill in proving 
that the Government was fleecing the municipality to the 
tane of more than half a million pounds over the water 


supply. 
n 1886 he stood for the first time as candidate for 
Holborn, and it was in referring to this contest that Lord 
i got himself into hot water by alluding to him 
contemptuously as a “ black man,” which happens to be a 
ly inappropriate taunt, as his complexion is 
lighter than thut of the average Englishman. 

Mr, Naoroji is a very short man. He cannot be much 
over five feet high. He woars a full white beard and 
close-clipped moustache. Altogether, with the gold 
spectacles, which never leave his hook nose, and his slight 
stoop, he conveys the impression of a learned professor 
who has never left his books, He speaks English with 
an almost im ptible foreign accent which, 5 
in the case of a few difficult sounds, is not more mark 
than that of many Englishmen who have lived a good 
deal abroad. 


We rolled up two great leather arm-chairs to one of 
the windows of the National Liberal Club, and when he 
had buried himself in the recesses of his, I asked him to 
tell me all about Indian Home Rule. Home Rule is 
ecarcely the word, for we don’t ask for anything in the 
least like what the Irish want,” he replied: ‘our move- 
ment at present is only to obtain for the Indians admis- 
sion to the existing Legislative Councils as elected repre- 
péntatives, and a fair share iu the Civil Services.” 

„And do you expect to get that from the present 
Government gn ; 

“I hope so,” Mr. Nacroji said, “if they have time. 
But they have so many calls upon them that one must 
not expect it immediately, However, an Act was passed 
last year, which it is expected may do something. There 
is some doubt about the interpretation of it, but the 
Indian Government is thinking the matter over and I 
hope for the best. One must not be in too great a hurry 
to abuse them.” 

“That is a very moderate scheme of Home Rule. Are 
there no great Indian reforms that you advocate?” 

“Weil, those reforms—especially that of the Civil 
Services—would effect a great deal at t. The 
taxation is very oppressive with us. We have all these 
Europeans occupying places in the administration of the 
coyntry to the exclusion of the natives themselves. It is 
very different to your case over here in England. You 
have to pay a great deal to your officials, but the money 
remains in the country. With us all our best men are 
relegated to the ranks of the unemployed. They deterio- 
rate and remain stunted, getting no scope for the exercise 
and d ment of their talent to the benefit of their 
country. ian rule is a curse unless it is one of 
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his knowl and ex 
the community even his retirement. With us it is 
just the contrary. As soon as he can get away he re- 
turns to England, and ia of no further use tous. We 
have the triple loss of wealth, wisdom, and work.“ 
“Then what do you pro vo

“The promises, made by an Act of Parliament ia 1833, 
that there should be no distinction of class or creed for 
admission to Nervices. In 1853, when the Civil Service 
was thrown open to competition, it was suggested that 
the same examination should be simultaneously carried 
on both in India and London, the vacant being 
simply conferred upon the best candidates, tive 
of the pace of competition. 

Holding the examination entirely in London severel 
handicaps Indian candidates, as it is scarcely wort 
their while to come all the way over on the off chance of 
getting in. At present there are few Indians in the 
service. The plan of a simultaneous examination would 
gradually introduce into the service a sufficient propor- 
tion of Indians.” 

Come, Mr. Naoroji, do you mean to say that the end 
and object of all political agitation in India is to get a 
handful of young men into the Civil Service? How 
many would it affect? Not one in five millions, I 
suppose ?” 

“Ah, no! It moans a great deal more than you 
realise. It is the very foundation of prosperity or ad- 
versity. But great changes cannot be brought about all 
at once. Our first step must be to induce the British 
Government to perform honourably the promises made 
sixty years ago. You don't seem to realise what it is to 
be governed entirely by foreigners. What would you 
say if all the officials in England were Frenchmen, 
appointed by a competitive examination held in Paris? 
if you were heavily taxed to pay pensions, to be spent on 
the other side of the channel? and if all your best men 
cousequontly had to join the ranks of the unemployed, 
pressing upon other classes? 

„I suppose we should rebel. And that is precisely 
what I do not understaud about you. If the English 
government of India is such a grievance, why not do all 
you know to get rid of it?” 

“Because we know we cannot get on without it. You 
have done away with the old despotic governments of 
India and have taken their place yourselves. If your 
government were withdrawn, anarchy would undoubtedly 
result, That is the general feeling throughout India. 
But if we felt rg ace ane 1 yes to the 
Civil Services, and perhaps presently to the legislative 
councils also, we should N to your rule with penfect 
loyalty and patience, as we should be gradually fitting 
ourselves for self-government at some very distant 
date.” 

“You speak only of the Civil Service. Are there no 
aspirations for promotion in the army? 

“ Yes, it is desirable for high political parposes that 
warlike Indians should receive commissions in the 
British army, At present no Indian, of whatever rank 
or ability, can be an officer. You must have the warlike 
people on yourside, for you can never keep India unless 

ou get Indians to help you to defend it. It is with 
ndian money, and mainly with Indian blood, that you 
have formed the Indian Empire.” 

“And have you no gricvances about taxation? Is it 
not so heavy that it might drive the people to rebel- 
lion?“ f 

“I don't want to say anything about rebellion. It 
might be misunderstood. But Iam certainly of opinion 
that the taxation in India is a very oppressive burden. 
The oppressiveness arises from the drain, material and 
moral, arising from inordinate foreign agency. There 
is no chance for the ple to accumulate capital 
or attain to prosperity of any kind. Ihave calculated 
out that the average income per head in India is not 
more than £2 a year, and that one half, or at the v 
least one-fifth, of the population is not supplied wit 
sufficient daily food.. My figures are admitted with 
slight difference by Sir Evelyn Baring, now Lord Cromer, 
who is talked of as the next Viceroy of India. He 
admits India is extremely poor.” 

„Against this you have an average income of £41 a 
head in England. Over here you spend on drink £4 per 
head per annum—that is double the average total in- 
come of the Indian.” 

“Well, but how is throwing open the Civil Service 
going to remedy all that?” 

ft will gradually lessen the strain of depri vation by 
foreign agency. When we have fewer foreign officials to 
pay, we shall have more left for ourselves. The burden 
of foreign domination keeps the country poor. Iam not 


one to under-estimate the benefits of the British civili-. 


sation which has given us education and security for life 
and pera: . 

“ the latter will not be worth having to the 
Indians if they have no property left to secure, and no 
life worth living. The people in the native States are 


perhaps the best off. 


They derive the full benefits of 
the security introduced by British rule, and yet they 
retain the management of their own affairs, Instead 
of maintaining a horde of foreign British officials, they

We 
are potting more and more one. The Mohammedans only 
lately took to English education and ideas, but they are 
now coming forward actively.” 

“Then what you want is an Indian Repablic ?” 

“You are looking too far ahead. we aim at is to 
get the same conditions of life and the same institutions 

or our people as your people enjoy. This is our birth - 
“ae as British citizens, or what is the good of British 
rule?” 

“Do you think that India is better off under England 
than rhe would be under Russia?” 

The British rule in India is an Oriental despotiam, 
and a very oppressive one. But we have no reason for 
thinking that the government of Russia would be less 
so, Quite the reverse. But if you satisfy the aspira- 
tions of the Indians, you will find them the most valuable 
allies against Russia. Give the Indians justice, carry 
out the provisions of the Act of 1833, and they will feel 
that they have something to hope for. 

Then the fight against Russia would, if it came, be a 
fight for their own hearths and homes, and they would 
fight like patriots rather than like mercenaries. A 
timely concession, and justice, and fair play, will make 
the Indians your friends aud your allics, but if we have 
to wait until we can extort our rights, you must not 
expect gratitude from us.“ 

And, now, tell me something about your election.” 

“Oh, yes! That has aroused a good deal of gratitude, 
Throughout India the effect of it has been very great. 
Addresses have poured in from all parts, thanking tho 
electors of Central Finsbury for what they have done.”

When a persen in such a position sees 
an advertisement of the Lind he feels that he does not 
dare to neglect it for the sake of a few stamps, and in 
the hope that it will lead to something sends his 
remittance along.
